Payne Arrives 


At 11:40 Chairman Payne made his 


•way to the platform accompanied by 
Secretary Root, who will be tempor- 
ary chairman. Everyone In the hall 
joined to grecl them. Delcgales ar- 
rived In droves ami nearly all arc 
present.

was when Fairbanks, accompanied by 
the Indiana delegation, arrived. . The 
people howled and stamped and clap- 
ped their hands.

along the line with heavy loss. Gen. 
Kuropatkln. the rciwrts Kay. was In 
comman<l or the Russian army in per- 
HOII, having joined Stnchclbcrg's com- 
mand shortly alter Its crushing de- 
feat at To LI Sze. 
Gen. Npdhu was 


In command of the Japanese army 
and had under his Immediate com- 
mand some 50,000 troops of all arms. 
In addition to this two divisions from 
Kurokl's army took the Russians In 
the rear and flank. 


Their arrival was as timely as that 


of Blucher at Waterloo, and It Is re- 
ported that only a prompt withdraw- 
al from the Russian position prevent- 
ed the capture of the Russian com- 
mander. 
The enemy made desper- 


ate resistance, but the Japanese In- 
fantry would not be denied and cap- 
tured many positions at the point of 
the bayonet. 
It Is said that the Rus- 


sians arc hurrying 
reinforcements, 


while KuroUl Is pushing his troops by 
forced marches toward Hal Cheng. 


It Is believed that the Japanese 


will reach the Intter place In . ad 
vanco of Kuropatkln's retreating ar 
my.' and that the Russlaim' will find 
themselves In the jawa of a 
trap 


which will crush them and practical- 
ly end the war. 
Reports are current 


that Admiral' Kammemura lias.

PAST WEEK. 


GOOD ADVICE TO . GROWERS 


Cultivation Should Now Be Finished, 


To Avoid Letting the Weeds 


Gain Any Headway, 


1 
By La Fayetto Myers. 


From nil Indications nothing more 


could be desired In {ho present condi- 
tion of the sugar beet crops. In gen 
oral the fields nro looking nicely, free 
of weeds, well cultivated and In a 
great many cases already 
thinned 


out. To mariy growers this thinning 
Is a hard proposition, but It should 
not be. It Is hard because you mako 
it so. It Is a particular Job and de 
mauds n careful hand as It Is tho 
most important of all the cultivation 
and care of the crop. 
You will find 


that it will bo quicker and more easy 
work to do this thinning before the 
beets get too large In growth. They 
should lie thinned as soon as they 
commence to show tho fourth leaf 
and a healthy growth. 
One man 


with an ordinary garden vhoo 'can 
hunch for 3 of 4 boys, but\ery many 
nowadays have the 
hunching 
and 


thinning done hy the same 
.person, 


and claim the results are just 
as 


good 4ind at a little less expense. 


Tho past week has been very favor- 


able nnd most every grower is taking 
advantage of the hot 'dry 
' weather, 


killing the weeds and grass In 
the 


beet Held with the hoe nnd cultiva- 
tor. There should be no excuse for a 
weedy or grassy Held now. • 


During this dry spell the cultivator 


should be worked over!lino. 
Do not 


cultivate deep; just deep enough to 
cut out the weeds and leave a dust 
mulch of about an Inch; This will 
help preserve the moisture In the 
ground, while If you cultivate 
deep 


the ground will dry out quick nnd the 
plants will suffer. 
Cultivate often; 


every cultivation helps to bring up 
the moisture to just where It'Is want- 
ed. 


Tho late planted Holds should. be 


rolled before cultivating, however do 
this rolling late In the 
afternoon 


when the plants have become wilt- 
ed a littlo.

ly as satisfactory.results ns last year. 
It is very Important now to start -tho 
cultivator Just ns soon as the ground 
Is dry enough.

progress and •Intellectual and moral 
llfo'to a degree nover before attain- 
ed by any people.—dllllcult problems 
press upon tho National Government. 


Within the. past five years more 


than sixty-six thousand bills have been 
Introduced In Congress. Some meth-

There must bo 
'somo 
preliminary 


process to ascertain tho general tenor 
of public judgment upon the prln 
ciplcs to be applied In government, 
and some organization and . recoR 
tlon of leadership'which shall bring 
a legislative majority and tho execu- 
tive. Into accord In the practical appll 
cation of those principles; or effect- 
ive government becomes impossible. 


The practical governing Instinct of 


our people has adapted the machin- 
ery devised in the 18th to 'the condl: 
tlons of-the 20 th Century by tho or 
ganlzatlon of national political 'part- 
ies.' In them men-join for'the promo- 
tion of a few cardinal principles up 
on which they agree. For tho sake of 
those principles they lay aside, their 
differenced upon less important ques- 
tions.

AN ORDINANCE to prevent dogs 


running at largo In the city of Janes- 
vllle. 


Tho Mayor and Common Council of 


tho City of Janesvillc, do ordain aa 
follows: 


Section 1. No dog or bitch shall 


ho allowed to run at large within 
tho limits of the city of Janesvllle, 
unless a license therefor he llrst ob- 
tained according to .the provisions of 
this ordinance. 
Section 2. . Every person residing 


In tho city of Janesvllle owning or 
having In his or her possession any 
dog or bitch, may obtain a license for 
the same to run at largo by paying 
to the city treasurer the Hum of one 
dollar for a dog and three dollars for 
a bitch, and presenting to tho city 
clerk tho treasurers receipt for the 
same. 


Section 3. Upon tho presentation 


of such recolpt the city clerk shall 
register such dog or bitch In a book 
to bo kept by him for that purpose, 
and shall Issue to such 'person a licen- 
se for such dog or bitch to run at 
largo until the flrst day of May, next, 
after the Issuing of such license. 
. Section -J. Tho 
city 
clerk 
shall 


provide such number of metal tnga 
as ' may bo necessary, and of such 
shape and size aa he shall deem ex 
pcdlent (the shape of salt)* tags be- 
ing changed each year) and ho shall 
havo*stampcd thereon the number of 
the license and the year for which 
thu license nnd the year for which tho 
the license feu la paid, and the letters 
"J. U. I", and deliver one of such 
metal tags to each and every person 
so paying a license fee as aforesaid.

as many persons to catch dogs as the 
mayor may deem expedient, who shal 
hold their said office for the term of 
one year until their rc'spcctlvo succcs 
sors nro appointed nnd qualified. 


'Section 7, U shall be the duty of 


thu city marshal, all policemen, anil 
all other persons authorized or ap 
pointed to catch dogri,' to catch, take 
up and Impound In such pound as the 
said marshal may direct any dog- or 
bitch found running at large In vio- 
lation of this ordinance, and should 
any mien dog or hitch:not bo redeem- 
cd as hereinafter provided It Is here- 
by, nindo tho duty of the person In 
charge of the pound wherein such dog 
shall be Impounded tt> forthwith kll 
or cause the same to ho killed. 


The person or persons appointed to 


catch dogs as aforesaid shall receive 
a fee of ono dollar.1'for'every dog 
taken up and Impounded by him or 
them, such fee to hu'.'pald from the 
general fund of said city, and no other 
compensation shall be paid for such 
services. 


Section 8. In order' to redeem nn> 


dog which may hnvo been Impounded 
under tho provisions of thin ordln 
mice, the person desiring to redeem 
tho same, shall pay to ihe person hav- 
Ing charge of the placo where such 
dog shall have been" Impounded the 
sum of two dollars, and a further fee 
of twcfctji cents per day for each and

taken off, tho collar or tag upon any 
dog within snld city.

SLOCUM INQUIRY. 


KEVEALS GUILT 


FIRST MATE HAD NO LICENSE 


Most Important Official on the Boat, 


Outside the Captain, Was an Iron 
Worker by Trade and Not Legally 
Qualified for the Position. 


Now York, Juno 21.—These' facts 


wero brought out at the first day's 
session of tho coroner's Inquest Into 
the fearful catastrophe to tho "steam 
boat General Slocum: 


That the crew was a mnUcshlft col 


lection of men hired at the cheapest 
rates. 


That tho first ninto, Edward Flana- 


gan, was an Iron worker by trade, not 
licensed tin act as first mate. 


That there had been no flro drill. 
That many of the deckhands bad 


been on tho boat only a few days. 


That the flro was.discovered in tho 


forward cabin when it was so small 
that no flame could be'seen. 


That tho inspection of tho boat by 


the United States steamboat Inspec- 
tors was a farce. 


That women, wearing rotten 
life 


preservers, were drowned. 


That the flro hose was worthless 


and burst as soon as the water was 
turned on. 


That a rubber washer was kept In 


the end of tho h6«o fastened - to the 
Btandplpo. 
Before tho hose could be 


used ft had to be uncoupled, tbo wash- 
er removed, 'and tho 
hose 
again 


coupled to tho pipe. 


List of Dead Grows. 


WiWi tho ceaseless recovery of bod- 


ies tho list of those wbo perished on 
tho General Slnciim Is growing stead- 
lly. Bodies came^to tho surface Mon- 
day off the shores of North Brother 
Island singly and In groups of two6 
and threes, until at dusk ninety threo 
additional bodies had boon recovered. 


Every patslng steamer seemed to 


churn up the water to such a degree 
that with Its wash one or more bodies 
would ho swept onto tho beach. Bo- 
twecn the hours of 3 and C In tho af- 
ternoon 
forty-five' bodies, Homo of 


them 
badly mutilated, were taken 


ashore by tho searching parties. 


This brings tho 'total number of 


bodies recovered up to 734, and yet 
there are Bomelhlnjrllho 300 persons 
unaccounted for.' A number of these

Coroner's Inquiry Begins. 


The coroner's Inquiry Into tho dis- 


aster was begun Monday. Thousands 
of persons gathered In and around the 
armory In the borough of Tho Bronx, 
where the Inquest wax held. Among 
thoso examined were Frank A. Damn- 
by, president of the Knickerbocker 
Steamboat company; James H. Atkin- 
son, tbo secretary of the company; 
Mate Flanagan of the Slocum and sev- 
eral members of the crow. 


President Barnaby of the Knicker- 


bocker Steamboat company, owner of 
tho General Slocum, was the first wit- 
ness, and from him It was learned 
that the actual operation of the steam- 
er was under Capt. Von Schaick', who 
received his instructions from Capt. 
Pease. On application of tho latter, he 
said, an. inspection of the Slocum was 
inado by tho United States authorities 
before she was put In commission this 
year, saying, "It was reported to us 
that the Slocum was In thorough good 
order and, working condition." 
Mr. 


Barn a by said that ho had instructed 
Capt. I'caso at the opening of the sea- 
son to put tho Slocum "In first class 
condition and to eparo no expense. 
We spent $12,000 on tho repairs sug- 
gested." 


According to tho testimony of John 


J. Coakley, ono of tho Slocum'a deck 
hand's, at tho coroner's inquest, ho 
never had been Instructed in a fire 
drill since he became an employe of 
the Knickerbocker company, at tho be- 
ginning oC last season. 
No attempt 


was made to replace the ruined hose, 
ho said, as the passengers were In a 
panic and made it almost impossible 
for tho men to do anything. It was 
Impossible to reach any of tho llfo 
rafts because of tho panic, but ono of 
tho lifeboats was lowered. The other 
boats wore so surrounded by strug- 
gling persons that the crew could not 
get at then. Tho boat which they 
succeeded In clearing and which was 
filled with women and children cap- 
sired whllo it was being lowered from 
tho davits. 


Several oilier mcmbcro of (ho crow 


corroborated Oakley's story In most 
of its details, but none of them knew 
of a lifctioat having been 
lowered. 


Their recollection was that tho panic 
was so great that none of the crew 
had been nblo to reach tho lifeboats 
or rafts. One of the men, James Cor- 
coran, described the-solid rubber wash- 
er attached to tho stand pipe to prevent 
water dripping into the hose and rot- 
ting it. To got this washer off. so the 
hose could bo used,' It would have 
been necessary to disconnect the hose 
from the standpipc. Corcoran did not 
see this done.

Other states began to 
fall Into line behind the lead of tho 
great Eastern states, until there were 
enough votes pledged to the Indiana 
Senator to make his nomination sure 
on tho first ballot.

Tho only uncertainty now Is as to 


whether tho states with favorite sons 
will present their names and Insist 
on a complimentary voto.

ability is that Mr. II It fa name will 
not bo presented to tho convention, 
or that It will bo presented and with- 
drawn, and the voto of Illinois cast 
for Senator Fairbanks.' 
Tho other 


states with favorite sons aro trying 
to find a way to express their -ap- 
proval'of these conditions ami at tho 
same time get Into line for Fairbanks. 


Wisconsin Contest. 


Contents for scats In the convention 


will bo waged more vigorously before 
the committee on credentials than they 
were before the national committee. 
The Wisconsin tight will be gone over 
again. 
Governor La Follette arrived

Suggest Platform Planks. 


Tho platform "bulldcro. comprising 


an Important clement of the delegates 
who have coriic'lto-, the national eon- 
vcntlon, arc much' occupied In whittling 
out certain plants which they feel 
sure would fit Info" tho complete fabric 
with exact'nicety;' 'Apparently each 
state delegation had at least one man 
who was sure the. country would dis- 
integrate or fall Into decay If his 
plank were not accepted by the'com- 
mittee on resolutions. 


The planks that aro not called time- 


ly and pertinent*will be refused with- 
out much attempt' at apology by the 
committee. But there are a few sug- 
gestions that arc said to be sure of 
acceptance. 


It Is asserted by some leaders that 


the platform should .contain some ref- 
erence to tho merchant marine In the 
upbuilding of which several of the 
eastern and western coast states are 
especially Interpntcd. Senator Gallln- 
gcr feels that.tho pjank in the plat- 
form of New Hampshire Republicans 
might be taken safely by the national 
party as its declaration on this scare. 


Merchant Marine. 


It provides for a hearty Indorsement 


of remedial legislation that will en- 
courage the upbuilding of the mer- 
chant marine. It calls attention to the 
bounties and subsidies given by for- 
eign governments to the private cor- 
porations who construct merchant- 
men, and hints strongly that our mer- 
chant marine needs protection of the 
same kind. Senator Golllngcr proba- 
bly will/ask the resolutions commit- 
tee to lift this paragraph from the New 
Hampshire platform and make It tho 
policy of the party as a whole. .Ho Is 
a member of the resolutions commit- 
tee, having been chosen yesterday, and 
will have a chance to plead this 
causo. 


Tho delegation from the stato of 


Washington has adopted a strong in- 
dorsement of a vigorous marchant ma- 
rine plank. Both New Hampshire and 
Washington think well of tbo ship 
subsidy, but neither state will insist 
that the word "subsidy" be used in 
the national platform. 


Tho'Oregon delegation la Bald to bo 


opposed to tho ship subsidy plan and 
will fight this plank in tho committee 
on resolutions. Maine Is expected to 
stand by tho merchant marine plank, 
although 
Representative 
Llttlefleld 


said that as far as lib knew the dele- 
gation from that state had no special 
plank to offer.
